WOMEN’S  LEADERSHIP 
INSTITUTE  TO  CONTINUE 

The  Women's  Leadership  Institute  has  been  funded  for  its  third  year.  The 
Missouri  Division  of  Community  Development  Title  1 grant  has  been  ap- 
proved for  $5400.  The  Powell  Foundation  and  Avon  Foundation  have  con- 
tributed funds  to  this  popular  Avila  College  program. 

The  program  assists  women  in  learning  the  decision-making  systems  that 
exist  in  higher  levels  of  government,  education,  business  and  social  agencies. 

Program  participants  form  a group  through  which  the  women  provide 
mutual  support  and  resources.  Each  participant  has  a mentor  from  the 
Kansas  City  community  who  establishes  links  to  the  decision-making  process 
and  leadership  positions. 

Each  session  has  two  components.  The  five-month  instructional  com- 
ponent builds  leadership  skills,  builds  self-understanding  and  goal  setting. 
During  the  second  component  the  participants  work  with  a mentor.  One 
hundred  women  have  been  involved  in  the  first  two  years  of  the  program.

Avila  College  has  joined  with 
St.  Joseph  Hospital  to  offer  the 
first  and  only  campus-based  bac- 
calaureate Radiologic  Technology 
program  in  Kansas  City.  The 
program  provides  a liberal  arts 
education  with  clinical  preparation 
for  a career. 

During  the  sophomore  year  the 
students  begin  clinical  work  at  the 
hospital's  Department  of  Radi- 
ology. The  senior  year  permits 
students  to  choose  an  emphasis  in 
clinical,  education,  or  management. 

Since  1976,  Avila  has  offered 
certified  radiologic  technologists, 
the  opportunity  to  pursue  a bac- 
calaureate level  degree.  The  certifi- 
cation may  have  been  earned 
through  a two-year  college  or 
hospital  program. 

The  first  students  in  the  four- 
year  program  will  be  admitted 
in  the  fall  semester,  1980.
